“Of the 03 currency systems 
listed about 60, if nof more, are 
due for far-reaching adjust-

“No . solution. to thelr 
economic woes or ‘problems 
other than the officially un- 
palntnble rond to bankruptcy 
through currency manipulation 
will be found, No foreign ald 
can satisfy the dire needs of 
most countries," 


Pound Sterling 


Pick singled out the American 
dollar and the pound — sterling, 
backhone of estern) = come 
merece, for severe erltieism. 
While West European curren- 
cles are hardening, the Anglo- 
American units are sick, he 
snd, 

“The efforts of the currency 
administrations ‘in Western 
Europe, where colossal progress 
towards monctary mastership 
has been attained, are over- 
shadowed by the outlook for 
‘the American dollar and the 
Britlyh pound, both in dire need 
of consolidation,” he said. 
"Fhe latter can only result 
from a prolonged period of 
austerity and from the banish- 
ment of  polltticlans from — the 
currency scene, And that, I am 
afrald, will not be ‘acceptable’.” 


Pick sald that a “substantial 
international distrust” of tho 
Amertcan dollar has led to 
“considerable capital transfers 
from America to Europe, es- 
Peolally to Switzerland.” 


The dollar suffered “tts first 
coroniry": last October, when 
the price of gold shot up to $40 
per ounce on the London mar- 
ket und. cost the US. mere than 
$1,000 million,
